Estimates of its cost, how- 
ever, have run as about 350 million 
dollars. It would be paid from .pro-

vast total overnight. Quite the con- 
trary, it would mean shackling the 
citiacm of K enmc ky-vftcrans and 



non-veterans alike— with an addi- 
tional tax burden for several years. 
Thus the veteran |Mmibly wouhl pay 
back, in taxes, more than he received 
as a bonus. 

It is equally indefensible on eth- 
ical gMhmds. Whether we like it or 
not, most men have a military ob- 
ligation which- must be dischaigcd. 

It is part of the price America— 
and therefore Kentucky— must pay for 
security against a bellicose ideology 
and its constant threat. Are we to 
eschew duty and become mere soldiers 
Of fortune, hiicd iiki«naries? Gnmied 
that military fervice is onefoos; 
granted that it disrupts our careers; 
will this be changed by giving the 
veterans a bonus which he and pos- 
sibly his children will have to pay 
back, and then some, in taxes? 

Finally, administering the bonus 
would be unwieldly. Some of the 
henafiriaries, of course, still hi 
this state* bat others are scattered 

to the wfaids. It would at best take 
months to determine where these 

people are— and at this point the 
bonus projx)nents don't even know 
how many there are. 

This, then, is substantially what 
many of you will be offered when 
you go to the polb next week: a 
duince to ratify a proposal that would 
pay untold millions to untold thou- 
sands of veterans by saddling your- 
selves with an indeterminate sales 
ux for an indefinite number of years. 
Is this, not foUy? Is this nol^ idiocy? 
If this noc a pteposterousr fta&ait 
fknaing flf Finer to pay Paid? 

Kenmcky has lest of ahnost every- 
thing than odirr states, so- let's show 
by our vote on the bonus amend- 
raent that it also has ftwer (oolj^.
